Zionist Committee Receives 
Report from Palestine.

Detailed information aboat the { 
forced evacuation of Jaffs by the 
Jewish populstion has been re- 
seived by the: Provisionsl Ex- 
eontive Committes for Zionist 
Affsirs in New York. - The 
evacuation was’ carried out on 
April 1, after orders issued March 
28, ostensibly sea measareofmili 
tary precaution, but aimed chiefly 
at the Jewish popalation. Even 
‘the German, Austrian, Haagariaa. 
and Bulgarian Jews wera forced 
‘to leave the towo. Mobammedans 
and Ohristians were permitted to 
stay, the report caye, if they held 
individual permite, bat each per- 
mite were consistently refused to. 
the Jews, a 

“The evacuation order c$m-| 
pelled the Jews to leave Jeffs 
‘within forty-eight hoors,” saya 
the Commiitee. “No-means of 
transport were provided or obtain- 
able, and the refagees were com- 
pelled to pay from 100 to 200 
franes in gold for a carriage from 
Jeffa to Petach Tikwab, a distance 
of nine miles. 


to the evacuation -of Jaffa, 3C0 


Jews .were deported in a-oruel 
manner from Jeruealem, Ujemsl 
Pssba, Military Governor of 
Palestice, declaring that the joy 
of the Jews at tie approach of the 
British forces would. be shorte 
lived, a8 he would make them 
share the fate of the Armenians. 

“Ta Jaffa, Djamsl -Pesha 
ecynicslly assured the Jene 
that the order for their 
evacaation was for their own good. 
All those who had not left on: the 
firat of Aprilaad the dsysimmed: 
iately following were permitted 
to remain in‘Jaffa for the Pass- 
over holidays, bat they had to 
leave the city on the ninth, and 
thas 8,000 Jews evacusted their 
houses ‘and were not allowed.to 
carry off their belongings or pro- 
v.siong, ; i 

“Even before the owners had 
left,a awarm of thieving Badooin 
women and Arabs arrived on 
donkeys and camels and ‘pro- 
ceeded to loot the homes of the 
Jewa snd carried of sil valuables 
and farniture. ‘The Jewisheab- 
arbs were totally eacked ‘ under 
the paternal eye of the authority.’ 
By way of moral example, two 
Jews from the Yemin’ were 
banged at the entrance of Tel- 
Avivin order. to clearly indicate 
the fate in tore for any Jews who 
might be e0 foolhardy ag to oppose 
‘the looters. *

I purpore atthe time, in aiding to 


reatore the spirit of the people. 
They are the monument. ‘of 
Germany rising again after 
defeat. When. the present war 
broke ont, it occarred to'a number 
of echolare at the University of 
Berlin that it might be asefal td 
bring Fichte up to date; the 
result was # series of addressea 
by the leading profetsore of thia 
University, Harnack; Wilamow 
itz, Deisemano, Gierke, snd so 
forth,— which have been publish- 
ad ander the title of Deutsche 
Roden in Sehwerer Zeit, ta form 
& monument to Germany . the 
world-victcricur,, Uafortanately 
none of the writere ig exactly 6 
Fichte; and they had the 
additional, disadvantage. of ad- 
dressing @ people, not. in- the! 
depthsof humiliation, but already 
jutoxicated with the idea of 
fworld-power and the srrogance 
of a fancied:- raca-superiority to 
their opponents. Their monument 
will endare, we believe, like that 
of Fichte ; but ite effect will not;

intended. [ts principal use will

giets of the foture, who shall 
tackle the question, haw it came 
/that ja the year 1914 one of the 
peoples of Enrope possessed a 
wide-spread belief that it wae 
superior to the others.
